reading, the Printed Tryals, and that he had learn'd T. 0. * his way of witnefling ſo ex- 
atly, that he did not doubt to hang any Man whom he pleaſed 3 but upon the 2gth of May he 
came to Sir Thomas, to tender a Mortgage of a poor Houfe his Father left him at New« 
Caſtle; which Sir Thomas then flightcd, having ſeveral others bound with him for the 
Debt, the next day being the remarkable 3oth of May laft, ( and on which day Bolron had laid

 Bolron being become more and'more enraged, and having ſtudied the ſeveral Proclamati- 
ons which had comeforth fince T. 0:ſuppoled diſcovery of the Plot, goes to Broderton Tyn- 
dal Elqz Juſtice ofthe Peace, and informs him: ſeveral things againſt Ryton 3 and that Mrs. 
Mazy Preſſeck;, Wife to-Sir-Thomas his Servant, had ſpoken ſeveral ſtrange words concern- 
ing his Majeſty. Afterwards he gave his Tnformation to William Lowther Eſq; another Ju- 
ice of . the Peace. —— After that he #ttended Mr. Lowther, Mr. Tin#al, and Mr. Francis 
White Eſq; a third Neighbouring Juſtice of the Peace, and there likewiſe contirm'd to them 
what he had ſaid the two former days,' and then defircd- four or five days to give them a 
further account.: 

Bolron attending them accordingly, requeſted that the former Information he had given: 
them might be return'd to him; -but *rwas told him; that the Informations he had given

64, towards it, and Mr. Tyndal gave him a Letter of DireQtions and Aﬀiſtance 
to his Brother in London 3 but another of them (a Neighbour of Sir Thomas's ) gave him \ 
ſomething more to make quicker expedition 3 but he perceiving that moſt of the Juſtices

At this time Bolron becoming more known in London, and familiar, was advertiſed by 
ſome of his new Collegues, * and Well-wiſhers, in plain Language, that'he had made 2 
mighty falſe ſtep in ſwearing on the th of Fuly, That Sir Thomas had ſaid to him on the 
30th of May laſt, that if be would aſſt to kill the King, he would ſend him to bis Son Thomas; 
who would inſtruc him how doit, and.that he ſhould have 1060 |. reward , whereas in truth 
it was found that Mr. Thomas Gaſcoigne was gone to Paris about eight weeks before that 
30th of May, with His Majefties Licence or Paſs-Port, and had continued there ever fince 
in much company. Bolrox was extreamly ſurprized in having ſo unluckily yamed Mr: Tho. 
Gaſcoigne to be his afſitiant to kill the King, at a time when he was not upon the Land,

againſt the Lady Tempeſt he would hang, her. — That Bolron reply'd to Maybzry, that if 
he would be ruPd by him, he would adviſc him how to accompliſh his defires 3..and added, 
that he was ſued by Sir Thomas, and that-if he made not out ſomething againtt him, he 
ſhould be ruin'd. That it they both joyn'd and firuck at them, it might be effected, no- 
thing being to be done againſt them, but by the Teſtimony of two. Witneſſes, — That 
in caſe Maybzry would come to his Houſe, he would infirut him therein, and that be 
would engage he ſhould have a good reward out of Sir Thomas his Eſtate 3 and thereupon 
he heard Maybary agree thereunto, 

George Dixon contirm'd this Teſtimony 3 whereupon Bolron anſwered, That upon proteſtant. 
the Oath he had taken be had never ſeen the Witneſs. And Maybury {aid to the ſame purpoſe 3 
which ſcem'd not only ridiculous, had their Afﬀertion been true, ( for a Stranger may 
ovet-hearas well as an Acquaintance ) -bnt caus'd the Witneſs in indignation at their im- 
pudence to declare, that they were well known to each other and this ſeveral can tefiihie: 

One of the Judges urged: againft the Priſoners Witneſs, why this Combination of 
Botron and Maybury was not fooner made known to ſome body 3 and it was immediately 
replyed to his Lordfhip, That it was very early communicated to their Acquaintance, and 
named ſome regardable, being Proteftants alſo. 
Mrs. Deborah Fefferſon teſtithed, That about the beginning of Angnſt laſt Maybury ſaid to Proteflatits 
her, —- Sir Thomas was a' very honeſt Gentleman, and that he believ'd he was unjuſtly 
acculed, 

Mr. Matthew Hickeringal teftified, That Maybury was generally ſuſpe&cd to have ſtoFn Proteſtant. 
ſeveral conſiderable things from Sir Themas Gaſcoighe, and the Lady Tempeſt 3 and that in 
September laſt Maybury told him that Sir Thomas and the Lady Tempeſt had endeavoured what 
they could to take away his Reputation and Life: That they deſerv'd as much from him, 
and he would now requite them, 

Mr. Peebles teftified, — That Botron had done ſeveral ill Actions, and that he had com- Proteſtant, 
plain'd of the Fadges the laft Aﬀizes at Tork, as'not regarding him, nor admitting him to 
ſpeak with them. That hoth Bom and- Mayhury had no good Name among their Neigh- 
bours, and that he could {ay more agatnlt them, bur chat he was amwlling to'r, in xegard 
they were the Kings Evidence. 

William Cloughteftified, — That upon the 24th of May laſt he arreſted Bolron by the dis Proteſtant, 
reQions of Mr. Hickeringal, (Steward to Sir Thomas and that he then declar'd, that he 
would be reveng'd 'of Six Thomas, if he got free from that Arreſt, for that he ſaid it was 
through Sir Thomas his means thathHe was arreſted. 

Francis Johnſon teſtified, That Botron had much wrong'd Sir Thomas in his Accounts, 
whilſt he was in his Service, and look'd after his Cole-pits; and mentioned ſome particu- 
lars. 

Alice Carpmel teſtified Botrons malice, and Maybury being, ſuſpected of. ſtealing of 
Money 3 and would have proceeded, but was interrupted on directions of the Kings Evis 
dence of being a Plotter, 

Mr. Edward Hobart teſtified, That Mr.'Thomas Appleby married one of Sir Thomas his 
Daughters, and by her had Ifſue Mary and Helena, and that towards railing of Portions 
for them, after ſome years previous proviſion, their Father had granted out ot his Eſtate 
a Rent: charge of 200 1. per Annum to Sir Thomas for 21 years, and he produced the Deed 
in Court, and faid, that 4 or 500 1. thereof being in arrear, Sir Thomas commenc'd a Suit 
in Chancery, and the Arrears were thereupon paid him, and the g0o /. atoreſaid, which 
were {ent to Mr. Corker, were part of the ſaid Mary's Portion, who is now in a religious 
Convent beyond Seas, and were retum'd by him to her, for no other purpoſe whatſoever ; 
he the Deponent having drawn the Acquittances for the ſame 3 that he was privy thereto, 
and conſtantly entred the ſame in his Account-Books. That the other Siſter Helena 
was diſpoſed in Marriage, and 2000 1. of her Portion was likewiſe paid not long after; 

That he was likewiſe privy to Sir Thomas returning 19881. to Mr. Mawſon, and that the 

ſame was paid to Mr. Trumbull and Mr. Mauleverer tor the Purchaſe Sir Thomas made of an 
Eſtate at Manſtone in Tork:ſhire 3 that he was at Mr. Trembulls executing the Conveyance 
thereof, and drew the Acquittance for the ſaid Money. That 200 1. more of the ſaid 
Purchaſe-money, was paid to William Errington, and 80 1. more thereof to Widow Cyſton, 
in purſ1ance of direcions from Sir Thomas, That he the Deponent had ſeveral Letters by 
him, directing Payments to ſeveral of Sir Thomas his Brothers, Sitters, Children, a

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Grand-children abroad, which Paytnents to his knowledge were made accordingly, and 
that the ſame amounted to no leſs than the 6000 1, which Mr. Fiſhwick depoſed he had 
return'd in ſo many years, and that the faid Moneys were paid to no other uſe, than as he 
had before declared. 

Sir Thomas had many more Proteltant Witneſſes in and about the Court 3 but by his not 
hearing from the Mouths of the Parties themſelves what had paſſed either tor or againſt 
him, and c{pecially the interlocutory diſcourſes, ( which in a falſe accuſation ever afford 
main advantages ) and by his being dim-lighted, ſo that he could not readily nor methodi- 
cally tollow his Breviate 3 as alſo tyr'd with long [tanding, and ſtun'd too with the often 
hollowing in his Ears, he became fo amaz'd and confounded, that he was wholly unable to 
help himſelf. Nor was any body ſuffer'd to call his Witneſſes, .till he had named them 3 
and therefore ſeveral never appeared. Nay the hurry was at length ſo great in Court, that 
ſome of them were diſmiſs'd before they had half done 3 ſome being call'd too quick after 
the others, that the latter got in hir{t, and the former call'd loſt admiflion 3 which the Priſo- 
ner not perceiving, and his Friends not permitted to re-mind him, was a great diſappoint- 
ment in many material occurrences 3 amongſt other things, thoſe Witneſſes which happen- 
ed to be omitted ſtood-ready to teſtifie and make out the Thefts of * Maybwry : Others his 


though before Gheats, and manner of living at London: Others the Gold and Medals fold and changed 


by him : Others the ill opinion Sir Thomas and his whole Family had of him, and Bolren 


were only dif- a}ſo eſpecially after their departure much encreaſed : Others how the ſaid Bolron threatned 


his Wife, if ſhe would not joyn to accuſe Sir Thomas : Others how much he fear'd to be 


1 ſucd and arreſted hy his Bonds-men: And others of Mr. Thomas Gaſcoignes being, conſtatit- 
of Sit Thotxas, 1y at Paris, or on his Journey thither from the 7th of April ( which was almoſt two Months 


before the aforeſaid 3oth of May ) till that day of the Tryal 3 which was wholly inconfiſtant 
with a moral poſhhbility of Sir Thomas his direQting Bolron to his Son Thomas hen to aſſiſt him 
inthe pretended Propoſition of killing the King, as Bolrons fxft Information {worn to did run. 
Thoſe that were called by Mr. Attorney in behalf of the Kings Evidence, were — firſt 
Bolrons Wie 3 . who faid, — That her Husband never threatned or endeavoured to force 
her to ſwear any thing againſt Sir Thomas, Secondly, Bolrous Grand-mother, who wit- 
ncſſed, that he was a very honeſt good Man. And lafily, Fiſhwick, who declared, That 
whilſt he the ſaid Fiſwick liv'd with Sir Thomas, he knew no diſhoneſty by Boron. Now it 
ſeems Fiſhwick had left Sir Thomas his Service long before the Examinations of Bolrons Ac- 


counts, and the other matters afterward laid to his Charge, were made. 
Mr. Jnſtice Fonee ( by vexfors che ord Chiet” Jiltice was goneto try Cauſes in London ) 


ſumm'd up the Evidence 3 and having done it with the uſual Tope of ſhewing, not only 
the Principles and Practiſes of the Papiſts, generally ſuppoſed to be believed, but the po- 
ſitiveneſs of the two Witneſſes Oaths for the King 3 and then diſcending to ſome Particu- 
lars in behalf of the Priſoner, he left the whole matter to the Jury. After Mr. Juſtice 
Dolbin had rememb.ed him ot a thing forgotten in the re-capitulation, very conſiderable, 
viz. That Sir Thomas ( as had been prov'd by Proteſtant Witneſſes ) did ſue Bolron 
nct only before the 30th of May, but juſt aftcr alſo; and yet he had then ( as Bolron 
ſwore ) propos'd the killing of the King to him. But in Counterpoiſe to Juſtice Dolbins 
Remark, Mr. Juſtice Pemberton offer'd the great tye of Sacramental Secrecy, * which he 
ſaid as if neither Life nor Death, Heaven nor Hell, nor any other provocation could move 
Catholicks to break, or to that effect. 

This done, the Jury withdrew, being, as the Law intends, Gentlemen of the Neigh- 
bourhood 3 and therefore knowing not only Sir Thomas, but his Accuſers alſo, they conſi- 
dered that the ſaid Accuſers were decayed and neceflitous Perſons, who had left their Ma- 
ſter ( as the whole Country knew ) upon very ill accounts : —- That they tim'd the Fa&t 


in a very unlikely ſeaſon, ſeeing the Proteſtants of England were not only long alarm'd, 


and upon their guard againſt fo ſmall, naked, and diſtracted a Party, but that moſt of the 


conſiderable * Papiſts were retir'd beyond Seas, and the reſt ( which were but a handful ) 


diſarm'd or in Priſon, or in as low and dejected condition as could be well imagin'd. That 
a Pardon of all paſt Crimes, and an aſſurance of. future Rewards, were great temptations 
to Men of an ill repute. That no body of thoſe ſince accus'd by Bolron and Maybury had 


ever fled or abſconded, unleſs. ( Ruſhton the Prieſt ) who had refus'd to lend Bolron tive 


Pounds in his neceſſities, and was obnoxious to the Law, purely on account of his being 
in Orders and in common ſenſe ought not to appear. 

That Bolron was indebted to Sir Thomas, and others of his Family, as alſo ſued by him 
both before and after the 3oth of May : That he was at the Afternoon till ten at night on 
the ſaid 3oth of May at Shippens Houſe for fear of Bailiffs; and yet pretends that at ſix 
that afternoon he had the treaſonable propoſition made him by Ruſhton and Sir Them, 


That both Bolron and Maybwry had declared an ill will to their Maſicr, and that they wou}d 
be

be reveng'd on him and his Daughter Tempeſt. That their very confederacy procuring to * Sir The. G4" 
make them guilty of the Plot, was over-heard by two Proteſtant Witneſſes.

That as for Maybury, he had been ſuſpeRted in the Country of the atoreſaid -Thefts 3. coigne, Francis 
that he had long been torbidden Sir Thomas his Houſe, which could not be imagin'd, had' Gaſcoigne, Stc- 
he been a Confſpirator. That the Liſt of the 500-Perlons, and the improbable Title phen Tempeſt 
to it, 2iz. — ( A Liſt of thoſe that ave ingaged to kill the King, ) was fo extravagant and ES 
fooliſh, that 'twas ſufficient of it (elf to invalidate all his Teſtimony. That his lying Niece, ho. 
{11 ſo long after the Proclamations and known Encouragements to all Witneſſes in relation' wing Ne- 
to the Plot, fhew'd his idle + Letter, and all hc had now aid to be an invention, and cf a PP*%» 7%o- 
late date alſo. That Sir Themas had above a dozen Proteſtant-witneſſes, who proved 4 —_ 
moſt important matters in his defence, and had evidently made out the Uſes for which he oF x-nt 
had return'd the 6000 I. to London 3 and that as for Dolbank, it might have been bought Alice Carpmal

Evidence might be of a moſt pernicious conſequence; and would ſettle fuch a ſtock-of Cre-- rive being 
dit and Belief on theſe vile Perſons, as might after the deſirution of the Gaſcoigne Fargily <2 prit 
extirpate Root and Branch many others in their Liſt of 1500 inxelerve, whoſe Loyalty and publiſhed,

to bind and faſten him on ſome new Tenter 3 yet the old Gentleman prays for thern an 
the Nation 3 his Life isat the Kings Service, and his Soul travelling to his Creator, who 
hath alſo witneſſed for him, giving him length of days on the Land, a Bleſling promis'd 
of old to thoſe who honour and obey their Superiors, as he profeſſes to have done, and 
hopes it will appear better when ſome of thoſe Perſons come upon their laſt Pillow, where 
God grant them his Grace and true Repentance.
